ly from our readers, I was great- 
ly encouraged and comforted. 

For example, in our letter 
month this spring we _ received 
15,960 letters and nearly all of 
those were favorable letters from

Again, compare the two hundred 
estimated subscriptions canceled 
or that were not renewed when 
expired with approximately 23,000 
paid subscriptions that came in 
during our recent’ subscription 
campaign, and after THE SworpD OF 
THE LorpD had called attention to 
the modernists on Dr. Graham’s 
New York Crusade committee. 

And when I thought of the two 
big boxes full of letters, hundreds 
and hundreds of letters and get- 
well cards from people who wrote 
me about my serious fall April 6, 
scores and scores of the letters 
Saying the writers prayed for me 
every day and a good many telling 
how they wept when they heard 
of the serious fall and how they 
pleaded with God for my restora- 
tion, 1 was greatly comforted. 


Suppose we admit, as we do frank- 
ly admit, that it was a sad thing 
to lose an estimated two hundred 
subscribers. And suppose we esti- 
mate that perhaps two hundred 
others who do not like controversy 
of any kind or who were particu- 
larly offended by THE SWworD OF 
THE Lorp’s stand did not renew 
their subscriptions, even though 
they did not write to us. Those

Sowing and reaping! Christians 
sowing and reaping! Sowing for 
God, reaping precious souls. That 
is the idea. 

Here the Bible says that if you 
sow, you will reap. “He that sow- 
eth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit 
reap life everlasting.” Again the 
Scripture says, “. . . in due season 
we shall reap, if we faint not.” 
Again the Scripture says that we 
are to be “always abounding in 
the.work of.the Lord” because our 
work is not in vain. You are go- 
ing to receive a reward. You will 
bring in the sheaves. You will 
see the blessed result. Sowing 
and reaping! I have reference pri- 
marily to soul winning, as the 
Scripture primarily has reference. 

In Matthew 13, and in Luke 8, 
the Lord said, “A sower went 
forth to sow ... .” Who is the 
sower? A soul winner, a Christian 
spreading the Gospel. He said 


that some seed fell on the turn 
row, out on the bare soil, and the 
birds got it, and nothing good 
happened. Some of it fell on stony 
ground and when it got moist, it 
started to sprout, but it had no 
root and it could not get in the 
soil. That represents the man who 
heard the Gospel and liked it, but 
when temptation and_ trouble 
arose, since he had no root in 
himself, had.never really .been re- 
generated, born again, then he 
turned back. 


But again, some seed fell among 
thorns and it sprang up, but it 
did not bring any fruit to perfec- 
tion. That represents a Christian, 
one who has really been convert- 
ed, but one who is a _ worldly 
Christian. That is the tobacco- 
smoking Christian, the picture- 
show-going Christian, the Chris-

Recently Rev. W. A. Ashbrook 
authored an article, “The New 
Evangelicalism—the New Neutral- 
ism,’ in which he makes the fol- 
lowing statement in a single para- 
graph: 

“Bible-believing Christians 
would do well to beware of this 
New Neutralism for four valid 
reasons. First, it is a movement 
born of compromise. Second, it is 
a movement nurtured on pride of 
intellect. Third, it is a movement 
growing on appeasement of evil. 
And finally, it is a movement 
doomed by the judgment of ‘'God’s 
Holy Word.” (See THE SWoRD OF 
THE LorpD, May 31, 1957, p. 2) 

It is shocking to say that Chris- 
tianity did not spring from the 
New Testament, but rather the 
New Testament from Christian- 
ity! As plain and emphatic as 
this may be, let us not be de- 
luded by the New Evangelicalism 
with even the hint of a suggestion 
that Christianity began solely as 
a religion of the spirit with no 
authority.

There friends will meet me and 
take me to the Bill Rice Ranch, 
where a Sword conference is in 
progress. Then Saturday (August 
24) I go to Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, for Sunday, Monday, and 
Tuesday; and then I go to Lake 
Louise, Toccoa, Georgia, for a 
great conference with Dr. Lee 
Roberson, Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., Rev. 
Harold Sightler, Missionary Fred 
Jarvis, and Evangelist Walt Hand- 
ford, August 28 - September 2.

The young writer and girl 


fell in love and planned to 
marry, but then committed 
adultery. Now engagement 
broken. What should they do? 

I have prayerfully studied your 
problem and give you the best 
counsel I know. 


You say that you and your 
young girl friend have broken up, 
yet you say that both of you still 
love one another and that there 
is no third party involved. That 
makes it seem strange that you 
have broken up. It must be that 
you are both ashamed of having 


done wrong and yet so tempted to. 


continue in sin that you thought 
it best to break up. 

My impression is that it would 
be best for you two, if you love 
each other, to make your plans 
to marry. Are your standards of 
right and wrong alike? Isn't she 
the kind of a girl who would make 
a good Christian wife? And are 
you the kind of man who would 
make her a good husband? I do 
not say that it would be wrong for 
either of you to marry anybody 
else. But that would make a very 
real problem. You two committed 
a terrible sin. You were more to 
blame than the girl, since no 
doubt you took the lead in the 
matter. Now if you were to marry 
another girl, would you tell her 
about this affair? If you did, it 
might cause trouble. If you did 
not, you would be keeping a seri- 
ous secret from your own flesh. 
How much happier it would be if 
you two would marry and no one 
else would ever be involved. Ev- 
ery good, honest man, clean and 
upright, has a right toga pure, 
clean wife when he marries. If the 
girl with whom you sinned should 
marry somebody else, then you 
have done that somebody else a 
very great wrong. 

You may feel that you can’t get 
along together. It is true that the 
matter is complicated somewhat 
by your sin. But you should cer- 
tainly agree never to hold it a- 
gainst her, never to complain to 
her of it, and never tell it. 1 be- 
lieve that if both are humble, if 
you have special care about not 
being a temptation to each other, 


going very slow on the matter 
of caresses and petting, that your 
attitude toward one another can 
come back to normal. You can love 
and respect each other and wait 
patiently until you can be mar- 
ried. I think you have seriously 
wronged the girl. I think it would 
be adding another sin to leave her 
now. She gave herself to you, per- 
haps on your invitation. You say 
that you felt and she felt as if 
you were married. Of course you 
were wrong in this, wrong in act- 
ing as you did, but in effect you 
took holy vows to be true to each 
other forever. To break those 
vows now makes it seem that you 
were merely trifling with the girl 
before and used your arguments 
as a pretense to have your way 
with her. 

I suggest that you talk to the 
dear girl along the following lines, 


1. Take the blame for the 
wrongdoing. You were a man, 
and men are supposed to lead 
women and lead them right. You 
evidently led wrong. You were .« 
the stronger of the two and so 
Should take the principal blame, 


2. Tell the girl that you keep 
your vows and that if she will 
marry you, you will love her and 
be true to her the rest of your 
life. 


3. If both of you are old enough 
to marry and if you can make 
a living for her, possibly you ought 
to plan for marriage reasonably 
soon, That would involve the con- 
sent of her family and you would 
have to consider plans for educa- 
tion. But doing right is more im- 
portant than education. 


4. If you and this girl cannot 
be married soon, then I think you 
ought to announce your engage- 
ment (taking it for granted that 
she is willing to marry you) and 
ought to set out to be so careful, 
so kind and thoughtful and yet sa 
pure that neither will ever have 
reason to doubt the other’s purity 
and faithfulness any more. 


If the girl will not marry you, 
then my advice is of no avail. But 
I think you will have a serious 
difficulty in ever being used in 
Christian work if you lead a girl 
wrong, then leave her with her 
grief. And in the future, many 
times when you go to pray, God 
might remind you of the girl you 
wronged. 

Read Deuteronomy 22:28, 29, 
This seems to me to apply in your 
case, at least in the general pring 
ciple, that if a man leads a girl 
wrong, he ought to take her for 
his wife and never leave her, pro<« 


‘vided, of course, that she is will« 


ing to be his wife.

Getting and Giving 


“Let him that is taught-in the word communicate unto him [better transla- 
fion: “share with him” | that teacheth in all good things.” —Gal. 6:6. 


The Scripture plainly teaches 
that the Christian’s obligation in 
giving is to Christ first of all. But 
the Scripture teaches that as the 
dear Lord Jesus uses a preacher, 
teacher, or evangelist to grow 
good Christians and help them in 
Christian living and soul winning, 
they should share with the teach- 
er. Here is a divine law of sow- 
ing and reaping. The preacher 
sows to the Christian by teaching 
and rebuking and exhorting and 
stirring up Christians to live right 
and win souls. He reaps, by their 
loving care, their gifts. In other 
words, one who teaches should be 
supported. 


So Paul said, “If we have sown 
unto you spiritual things, is it 
a great thing if we shall reap 
your carnal things?” (¥ Cor. 9:11). 
And again Paul said, “Even so 
hath the Lord ordained that they 
Which preach the gospel should 
live of the gospel” (I Cor. 9: 14). 

Now let us be understood. We 
do not ask a penny of support for 
the editor of THE SworD OF THE 
Lorp. This editor lives on the 
freewill offerings of God’s peo- 
ple principally in revivals and 
conferences, etc. God provides his 
needs wonderfully. We have never 
needed to ask money for ourselves, 
and we never expect to. God’s peo- 
ple where we preach are kind in 
their offerings. Our family lives 
modestly. The editor has never 
taken a penny of salary from 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD. 

We do not ask that you support 
this editor; we ask simply that 
you support THE SWorD OF THE 
Lorp which has been used of God 
to teach and to bless so many. 
Countless thousands of preachers 
have been inspired and_ taught 
and lifted up by THs Sworp or 
THE LORD. Many have been saved. 
Many have surrendered to the 
gospel ministry. Many pastors 
have gone out into revival work. 
Many churches have been stirred 
to have revivals. Thousands of 
Christians have learned to win 
souls through THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp and other Sword literature. 
So THE SworD OF THE LorD, by 
God’s own rule, should be sup- 
ported. Those who get blessings 
should give blessing and make it 
possible for this work to contin- 
ue, so that others may get similar 
blessings. 

We donot ask that Christians 
should give all of the Lord’s mon- 
ey in their hands to the Sword 
of the Lord. We only ask that in 
proportion as they have _ been 
blessed, and as they see that this 
work pleases God, they should 
support it. Spiritual blessings de- 
Serve material support. We be- 
lieve it is shameful for a work 
such as the Sword of the Lord 
not to have the support of. God's 
people when many a modernistic 
denominational headquarters gets 


the money of the same Christian 
and uses it to break down people’s 
faith in the Bible, to send out un- 
believing literature, and to sup- 
port infidels in some denomina- 
tional colleges and seminaries. We 
are not against Christians’ sup- 
porting reliable Christian insti- 
tutions which earn their way by 
being true to God and spreading 
the Gospel. But we think it is 
shocking for Christians to be more 
concerned about denominational 
traditions than they are about the 
cause of Christ; we think it is 
shocking for Christians to be more 
concerned about loyalty to a de- 
nomination than loyalty to Christ’s 
own Gospel as represented con- 
tinually through THE Sworp oF 
THE Lorp. So we say may God 
help Christians to support every 
sound, God-honoring, true-to-the- 
Bible work that actually wins 
souls and promotes soul winning. 
And may God help Christians to 
support THE SWorRD OF THE LORD 
on the same basis! 


Yes, if you have been blessed 
by THE SworD OF THE LORD, you 
ought to help us put it on a sound 
financial basis.

tian who is worldly-minded, one 
who does not do much for God, 
does not win souls. The Scripture 
says, “. .. the care of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches 
."—-getting so anxious about 
your job and making a living, and 
saving money—*. . . the care of 
this world, and the deceitfulness 
of riches, choke the word, and he 
becometh unfruitful.” He is a 
Christian but unfruitful. 

Then, thank God, the Scripture 
says that some seed fell on good 
soil and brought forth, some thir- 
ty, some sixty, and some an hun- 
dredfold! That does not mean just 
one hundred per cent. It does not 
just mean that you double your 
income, but 100 times as much! 
Ah, wonderfu] fruit! Thank God, 
we know that we should not be 
weary in well doing, “for in due 
season we shall reap, if we faint 
not,” 

Now the good seed is the Word 
of God, and we are to go and sow 
the good seed. We are to abound 
in it, for the Scripture makes it 
clear, “ . your labour is not in 
vain in the Lord.” “ In due 
season we shall reap,” if we don’t 
give up, if we don’t quit. We are 
to be “always abounding in the 
work of the Lord, forasmuch as 
ye know that your labour is hot 
in vain in the Lord.”

In the Garden of Eden God 
said to Adam and Eve, ‘ . in the 
day that thou eatest thereof lof 
the tree of knowledge of good and 
evil] thou shalt surely die’ (Gen. 
Ath Ds 

In Numbers 32:20-23 Moses 
said, ‘If you will do what you 
say and come in and help me take 
this land, well and good.’ “But 
if ye will not do so, behold, ye 
have sinned against the Lord: and 
be sure your sin will find you 
out.”” Your sin will find you out! 

In Ezekiel again and again the 


Seripture says, “The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die.” 
According to the Bible, then, 


sin finds you out. 

In Romans 6:23 the Scripture 
Says, “ the wages of sin is 
death.” 

We can be sure about this: 
when we sin, our sin tatches up 
with us. What we sow, we will 
reap. There is the inexorable law. 
And it even applies to people who 
are saved. “Oh,” somebody says, 


“but now I am saved.’ But the 
law still works. 
For example, somebody gets 


converted. And if he has black 
hair, his hair is still black. If he 
has a crooked nose, he still has 
a crooked nose. There are some 
things not changed by the fact 
that you are saved. 

Up at Evansville Rescue Mis- 
sion years ago they tried so hard 
to get an old bum saved... “Old 
Bill,” they ealled him. He drank 
all the time. He would paint mail 
boxes and get a few cents to buy 
some beer, or he would run some 
errands or do something in a 
saloon to get something to drink. 
He stayed drunk much of the 
time. He would then go down to 
the rescue mission and they would 
give him a bed and try to get him 
saved. But he didn’t want to be 
saved. He just wanted a free bed 
and a free breakfast. ° 

That went on for a long time. 
One day he got drunk—he and a 
pal of his—and got into a fight. 
The other man hit “Old Bill” and 
knocked his eye out. Later “Old 
Bill” got saved. He used to be 
“Old Bill.” “I’m not ‘Old Bill’! 
I’m ‘New Bill’!,” he said. “I’m un- 
der new management!” So all over 
that country they called him 
“New Bill.” They dressed him up 
and everywhere he gave a good 
testimony. Now he got one eye 
knocked out in a drunken fight, 
“Old Bill,” the old sinner. Now 
he is forgiven, everything is under 
the blood, he is born again. How 
many eyes do you think “New 
Bill” had? Just one eye! You 
still reap what you sow. That is 
the law of God.

THE DEVIL AND HIS ANGELS.” 
—Matt. 25:41. 


Jesus PREPARED Hell. “All 
things were made by him’ (John. 
1:3). 


Surely Jesus is the one who 
knows all about Hell. He made it. 
He prepared it for the Devil and. 
his angels. 

No one seems to feel sorry for 
the Devil! All seem to be perfect- 
ly content with his doom and tor- 
ment in the flames of Hell. It will 
be good to remember that Satan 
at one time was a very wonderful 
personality. He was more wonder- 
ful and important than any human 
being. The prophets describe him 
as being very wise and beauti- 
ful. He was in Heaven with the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He was one of 
the holy angels that sang around 
the throne of God.

For 
this sin of rebellion Hell was pre- 
pared for him and the fallen an- 
gels. Both Peter and Jude tell 
of the doom of fallen angels. 

Keep in mind that no forgive- 
ness was ever offered to Satan or 
to the fallen angels. No provision 
was ever made for their salva- 
tion. Only condemnation and judg- 
ment! They sinned one time and 
were eternally damned. This ought 
to put the fear of God into our 
hearts! If God takes sinning an-

Neo-Orthodox minister authored a 
pamphlet in which he declared 
that the breach was closed be- 
tween conservatism and liberal- 
ism for which he was so grate- 
ful. In the same pamphlet he also 
acknowledged that the closing of 
one breach in the center of the 
church had opened two, more 
breaches; one breach to the left 
between the fundamentalists and 
the conservatives was a wide gap; 
and still another breach was open- 
ed to the right between the liber- 
als and the modernists. Obvious- 
ly we can see that the New Evan- 
gelicalism’s closing the breach 
that has been acknowledged for 
over thirty years between funda- 
mentalism and modernism has 
closed one division in the Chris- 
tian Protestant church and has 
made two others. Thus the New 
Evangelicalism is doubly divisive: 
It has divided fundamentalists in 
two groups: fundamentalists and 
conservatives; and it has divided 
modernists into two groups: mod- 
ernists and liberals. It has thus 
made four groups or classes in the 
Protestant Christian church and 
divisively divided these four 
groups into three divisions. 


A Movement Born of 
Compromise 


We propose to consider the four 
features of the New Evangelical- 
ism. “First, it is a movement born 
of compromise.” We would like to 
quote from the pen of Dr. I. N. 
Haldeman his judgment of liberal ' 
Christianity. In his book, A King’s 
Penknife, or Why I Am Opposed 
to Modernism, he gives seven rea- 
sons, one at the head of each 
chapter on this subject: 


“I am opposed to Modernism: 


1. “Because, like the king Je- 
hoiakim, of Judah, it cuts out of 
the Bible with the penknife of 
destructive criticism all things not 
acceptable to the natural mind. 


2. “Because it seeks to obscure 
the public mind with a false issue 
concerning the age-long accepted 
doctrines of Christianity. 


3. “Because it uses orthodox 
phrases and then denies the facts 
Which those phrases are intended 
to express. 


4. “Because it preaches a Christ 
not to be found in the Bible. 


5. “Because it is the complete 
repudiation of the Bible as the 
fully inspired Word of God. 


6. “Because it means moral and 
spiritual disaster to the rising gen- 
eration. 


7. “Finally, because it is nothing 
less than old infidelity masquerad- 
ing in the guise of a so-called pro- 
gressive and liberal Christianity.”’ 


On the spirit of compromise, 
Charles Haddon Spurgeon makes 
the following statement: 


“T make no personal references, 
but I see the spirit of compromise 
concerning holiness and sin, truth 
and error, far too prevalent. The 
spirit of compromise comes not 
of the spirit of God, but of the 
spirit of the world. It is always 
wisest and best to exhibit clear 
decision upon fundamental points; 
awe must draw the line distinctly 
and then stand to it firmly. Do not 
alter your course because of winds 
and currents. Do not try to make 
pleasant all around.” 


We all want another Finney 


Revival! Let us quote from 
Charles G. Finney, the famous 
evangelist of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, “Ten Rules for Convert- 
ing Nobody: 


(1) Let your main motive be 
popularity rather than salvation. 
(2) Study to please your congre- 
gation and to make a reputation 
rather than to please God. (3) 
Take up popular, passing, and sen- 
sational themes to draw the crowd 
and avoid essential doctrines of 
salvation. (4) Denounce sin in the 
abstract, but pass lightly over 
sins that prevail in your congre- 
gation. (5) If asked, ‘Is it wrong 
to dance, play cards, or attend the 
theater?’ answer very pleasantly, 
‘Oh, that is a matter for private 
judgment. It is not for me to say 
you shall and “shall not.’ (6) 
Preach on the loveliness of virtue 
and the glory of Heaven, but not 
on the sinfulness of sin and the 
terrors of Hell. (7) Reprove the 
sins of the absent, but make those 
who are present pleased with 
themselves so that they will enjoy 
the sermon and not go away with 
their feelings hurt. (8) Make the 
impression on the worldly church 
members that God is too good to 
send anyone to Hell, even if there 
is a Hell. (9) Preach the universal 
fatherhood of God and the broth- 
erhood of man so as to show that 
no second birth is really needed. 
(10) Do not rebuke the worldli- 
ness of the church, but fall in 
with the amusement policy. In- 
stead of meeting for prayer, let 
the people ‘sit down to eat and 
drink and rise up to play.’” We 
realize that some of this might not 
be applicable to the main stream 
of the New Evangelicalism, but 
the larger percentage of it is ap- 
plicable now and the New Evan- 
gelicalism will soon lead to where 
every line of this will be applica- 
ble. 

All of this is a far cry from the 
Apostle Paul who said, “Preach 
the word; be instant in season, 
out of season; reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine. For the time will come 
when they will not endure sound 
doctrine; but after their own lusts 
shall they heap to themselves 
teachers, having itching ears; And 
they shall turn their ears from 
the truth, and shall be turned 
unto fables. But watch thou in all 
things, endure afflictions, do the 
work of an evangelist, make full 
proof of thy ministry” (II Tim. 
4:2-5). 

Also if we would like to test 
ourselves in being “a good mimis- 
ter of Jesus Christ,” claiming as 
so many do the blessing of the 
Lord in their self-willed ways of 
service, shall we not consider His 
beatitude in Luke 6:22, “Blessed 
are you when men shall hate you 
and exclude you from their socie- 
ty and insult you, and spurn your 
very names as evil things, for 
the Son of Man’s sake” (Wey- 
mouth). In concluding our head- 
ing of compromise in the New 
Evangelicalism, let us again read 
Charles Haddon Spurgeon on 
Joshua 24:15: 


“Betweenites: I can see where 
you are, you betweenites. The 
saints will be ashamed of you, be- 
cause you did not join with Christ 
in the day of battle, and the Ad- 


versary himself will despise you, 


because you shrank away even 
from him. Be one thing or the 
other!” 


A Movement Nurtured on 
Pride of Intellect 


As we come to our second head 
of the New Evangelicalism we 
read, “Second, it is a movement 
nurtured on pride of intellect.” We 
would like, in treating this head- 
ing, to puncture once and for all 
the empty sophistries that have 
been used in so many dialectical 
manners. Perhaps nothing is more 
nebulous than the New Evangel- 
icalism’s substitute of love for a 
manner and way of life which con- 
tradicts the authority of the Word 
of God. We have never found a 
Christian yet who was a conserv- 
ative, fundamentalist, modernist, 
liberal, or any other species that 
could be named who would not ac- 


cept love as an attribute-of God! 


There are, however, countless 
throngs among the New Evangeli- 
cal crowd who think that love is 


nature He coyld not be “Infinite in 
Love, Truth, and Holiness” as all 
good Bible-believing theologians 
believe. If love were God's essence, 
there would be no Hell! Just a 
shallow reading of I Corinthians 
13 would rob the most of the New 
Evangelical crowd of their empty 
boast that they are not negative 

that they deplore the negative 
and that they are purely positive! 
In reading I Corinthians 13 I find 
almost a dozen negatives in thir- 
teen verses; good theology would 
reason that God’s holiness de- 
mands these negatives even in 
God's revelation of love.

says (“Denying 
2:12): 

“Let us say ‘No’ to the flesh, 
the world, and the love of self, 
and learn that holy self-denial in 
which consist so much the life of 
obedience. Make no provision for 
the flesh; give no recognition to 
your lower life. Say ‘No’ to every- 
thing earthly and selfish. How 
very much of the life of faith con- 
sists in simply denying ourselves

“We begin with one great ‘Yes’ 
to God, and then we conclude with 
an eternal ‘No’ to ourselves, the 
world, the flesh, and the Devil. 


“If you look at the ten com- 
mandments of the Decalogue, you 
will find that nearly every one 
of them is a “Thou shalt not.’ If 
you read the thirteenth chapter 
of First Corinthians, with its beau- 
tiful picture of love, you will find 
that most of the characteristics of 
love are in the negative, what love 
does not, thinks not, says not, 
s not. And so you will find that 
the largest part of the life of 
consecration is’ really saying, 
‘No.’ ” 


A Movement Growing on 
Appeasement of Evil 


We find our next point reading, 
‘Third, it is a movement growing 
on appeasement of evil.” We have 
here a progressive development 
and the logical sequence of. be- 
ginning with compromise. God's 
Word is ever full of warnings 
against appeasement of evil. We 
are living in a day when men 
will declare themselves as believ- 
ing in the virgin birth, deity of 
Christ, and plenary inspiration of 
the Word ef God and at the same 
time argue and vote against a 
confession of faith that includes 
these things for fear it might of- 
fend some unbeliever. There are 
ad today who believe in the 
oremillennial coming of our Lord 
but they argue and vote against 
it because they want to appease 
the evil of unbelief in the same 
manner. They are not. convicted 
men. Because of their intellectual 
pride they vote their appeasement 
policy instead of the convicted 
principles. 


The great Louis A. Banks is 
responsible for the following para- 
graph on “Destroying the Signal 
Light :”’ 

“The engineer of a fast train 
on the Pennsylvania Railroad dis- 
covered a man one night at the 
top of a signal-pole at an impor- 
tant junction where three rail- 
roads crossed. With his fist he 
was destroying the signal lamps. 
The poor man was insane, and was 
doing it simply to enjoy the ex- 
citement that he would experience 
in witnessing a wreck. No man 
except an insane man, or a demon, 
would destroy the signal light that 
has kept generations from going to 
disaster and ruin, and leave no 
warning in its place. God has 
put the signal-lights of danger too 
surely in His Truth to have them 
destroy by reckless hands. The 
great truths of God’s Word are 
eternal verities that cannot be 
thrust aside by a sen§ationalist.” 


The New Evangelhcals of our 
day would call Jesus a divisive 
religious leader because He re- 
fused to be a party to the appease- 
ment of evil. We read in John 
7:12, “And there was much mur- 
muring among the people con- 
cerning him: for some said, He is 
a good man: others said, Nay; but 
he deceiveth the people.” In this 
there was a division among the 
people because of Him. Again we 
read in John 7:43, “So there was 
a division among.-thé people be- 
cause of him.” In John 10:19 we 
read again, “There was a division 
therefore again among the Jews

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A Movement Doomed By the 
Judgment. of God’s Holy Word 


We conclude with the last di- 
vision, “And finally, it is a move- 
ment doomed by the judgment of 
God’s Holy Word.” Many wonder 
why the great evangelistic meet- 
ings do not bring revival. Recent- 
ly we were thrilled to read a reso- 
lution passed May 28 by the 
Board of Trustees of Bob Jones 
University. This is a ninetéen mil- 
lion-dollar institution with a bud- 
get of almost two million dollars 
annually, which was founded and 
has been led by an evangelist. This 
institution has many times more 
evangelists and evangelistic work- 
ers in the field than any Christian 
institution we know of in the 
world. The writer has had a solid 
string of assistant pastors from 
this school, without a “dud.” The 
New Evangelicalism was giving 
the Board of Trustees some con- 
cern and a committee of five 
names——Rice, Lintz, Dean, Spratt, 
Goyle—brought in the following 
resolution which was adopted: 


“We unqualifiedly endorse the 
faithful adherence of the adminis- 
tration to the letter of its charter 
and by-laws in maintaining the 
time-honored line of démarcation 
between fundamental Christianity 
on the one hand and modernism 
and unbelief in historic Christian 
faith on the other hand.” 


In the field of journalism, 
Christianity Today is taking the 
New Evangelical line and flatly 
refuses to carry a paid advertise- 
ment of a series of books authored 
by Dr. C. E. Tulga called the Case 
Books, against communism, mod- 
ernism, The National Council of 
Churches, The World Council of 
Churehes, and _ such, including 
many positive titles. The same 
magazine, however, recently car- 
ried a jarge, full-page spread ad- 
vertising for the Paramount Stu- 
dios of Hollywood on “The Ten 
Commandments.”’ 


Conclusion 


We were asked by Dr. C E, 
Tulga, when he authored The Doc- 
trine of Separation in These 
Times. to write the introduction 
for this book. In concluding this 
article we simply quote four short 
paragraphs from our introduction 
to this book. 


“Our author herein has given 
faithfully the only honest exposi- 
tion and application of Exodus, 
chapters 8-10. This was God's 
warning against apostasy in the 
Old Testament. After Israel's 
Moses rejected the counterfeit 
(Exod. 7:11) and refused the com- 
promises (Exod. 8:25-29; Exod.

A Place of Punishment 


The Devil will not punish any- 
one in Hell. He cannot. He neither 
has the power nor the authority. 
The Devil will be punished. God 
will punish him. Now there is no 
doubt about this. He will be in 
torment and anguish. The Bible 
says he will be “tormented day 
and night for ever and ever’ 
(Rev. 20:10). 


Jesus said, “And these shall go 
away into everlasting punish- 
ment.” Hell, then, is not just a 
“garbage can” to get rid of earth’s 
rubbish. No, it is that and more. 
It is a place of punishment. The 
church does not punish anyone. 
The Devil cannot. Only God has 
the power and the authority. God 
will punish the wicked. God will 
keep the fires of Hell blazing 
through the centuries. Only God 
could keep the poor sinner alive 
in such torment forever. 


Yes, God is love. That is why 
Jesus died for you. That is why 
the blessed Holy Spirit came to 
speak to you. God is love! That is 
why this sermon is written! God 
is longsuffering, “not willing that 
any should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance” (II 
Pet. 3:9). 


But God has a controversy with 
the wicked. Hell is the place of 
God's wrath. I am terribly afraid 
that some of us, in an effort to 
be tender and sympathetic, have 
not told Mie whole truth about the 
horrible facts of God's righteous 
wrath and indignation! 


Surely, it is man’s fault if he 
goes to Hell. It is your fault if 
you die in your sins, You could 
be saved this very moment if you 
will to do so. And Heaven would 
rejoice, if right now_you would lay 
down the sermon and get down on 
‘ your knees before a merciful God 
of love and tender compassion and 
pray, “God be merciful to me a 
sinner.”’ Some are going to do just 
that. Some never will. The differ- 
ence will be Heaven and Hell. 
This wonderful God of mercy who 
will save you today will say to you 
in that awful hour, “‘Depart from 
me, I never knew you,” and you 
will be put in Hell by a God of 
love. 


“For God so loved -the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 


everlasting life.’—John 3:16. 


If you go to Hell it will be 
because you are too proud and 
stubborn to humble yourself be- 
fore God. It will be because of 
your wicked rejection of Jesus 
Christ! The fact that a God of 
love is going to punish the wicked 
will make Hell that much more 
horrible for the sinner. Jesus also 
teaches that Hell will be 


A Place of Physical Pain 


“And if thy right eye offend 
thee, pluck it out, and cast it 
from thee: for it is profitable for 
thee that one of thy members 
Should perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into 
hell, And if thy right hand offend 
thee, cut it off, and cast it from 
thee: for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy members should 
perish, and not that thy WHOLE 
BODY should be cast into hell,”’— 
Matt. 5:29, 30. 


Please note that the above 
Scripture is from the very words 
of Jesus Christ, and that several 
parts of the physical body are 
mentioned and that He includes 
the WHOLE BODY. Now, this is 
no obscure passage. The most 
burning words ever recorded about 
Hell are in the Gospel of Mark, 
beginning in chapter 9: 


“And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee to 
enter into life maimed, than hav- 
ing two hands to go into hell, 
into the fire that never shall be 
quenched: Where their worm dieth 
not, and the fire is not quenched 

. And if thine eye offend thee, 


pluck it out: it is better for thee 
to enter into the kingdom of God 
with one eye, than having two 
eyes to be cast ‘into hell fire: 
Where their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched.”—Mark 
9 :43-48. 


I would a thousand times rather 
be the poor soul who took a pair 
of scissors and gouged out her 
eye than to be guilty of trying 
to water down the words of Jesus 
Christ to suit this sinful genera- 
tion. If we come to a passage 
of the Word of God that is hard 
to understand, let us step back 
and say that we do not know. 


What ever we do let us not try 
to explain it away! Now Jesus is 
giving His message on Hell. He 
says that man will be in “hell 
fire! Where ... the fire is not 
quenched” with hands and feet 
and eyes. The whole body will be 
cast into Hell-fire. Let us not be 
guilty and say that Jesus was 
limited in His’ vocabulary and 
didn’t know just what to say! 
Don't tell me that Jesus didn’t 
know how to describe the horrors 
of Hell. Be careful that you do 
not blaspheme. 


Again in Matthew 10:28 Jesus 
adds: 


“And fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill 
‘the soul: but rather fear him 
which is able to destroy both soul 
and body in hell.” 


And in Matthew 13:50, Jesus 
says, “And shall cast them into 
the furnace of fire: there shall 
be wailing and gnashing of teeth.” 


In Luke 16 Jesus tells the story 
of a rich man who dies and goes 
to Hell. This is not a parable as 
some have thought. In parables 
names are never given. In this 
story the names are given. This 
is a true story. This man Jesus 
tells about is in HELL AND HE 
CAN BOTH SEE AND. HEAR. 
He sees with his eyes and hears 
with his ears. He thinks, talks, and 
cries! So Jesus repeats and illus- 
trates so there ean be no mistake 
that people are in Hell with hands, 


feet, eyes, teeth, tongue, brains,: 


vocal cords, and all their physical 
faculties. 

How awful it is! How serious! 
No wonder Jesus tells us that it is 
better to put out sinful eyes and 
cut off wicked hands and to hob- 
ble through this life a cripple 
rather than to go to Hell with all 
our members intact. My friend, 
this business of getting right with 
God is big business. It is mighty 
important. Better take care of 
your soul right now! Don’t put 
it off. Better go to any extreme 
than lose soul and body in eternal 
damnation. Getting right with God 
should have priority over every- 
thing else. 

What kind of body will it be? 
According to Jesus it will be so 
much like the one you now have 
that it can be recognized. It will 
have hands, feet, ears, teeth, and 
have the capacity to suffer. It 
will get thirsty and crave water. 
Its tongue will be sensitive to 
pain. Anything beyond this would 
be speculation. Hell is bad enough 
as Jesus describes it. Some go so 
far as to say “if” it is not literal 
like Jesus says then it is figura- 
tive and worse! There is no “if”’ 
to it. It is like Jesus says. 


Now to those who might object 
and say, “How could a body stay 
in fire without being consumed?” 
we would answer, the burring 
bush that Moses saw was not con- 
sumed. Likewise, the three Heb- 
rew children in the fiery furnace 
were not even scorched, much less 
consumed. God is abundantly able 
to do whatever He desires to do! 
If God can create a sun and keep 
it blazing out life-giving rays, who 
can doubt His ability to punish 
the wicked in any manner He so 
chooses ? 

After all, He wants to save the 
lost. He is a wonderful Saviour. 
He has the ability to save and 
keep you. I hope you will let 
Him. To those who are shocked 
by the words of Christ concerning 
plucking out eyes and cutting off 
hands, it might be well to say 
we often see examples of people 
having their hands and feet cut 
off to save their bodies. 

Just last week a mine exploded 
and a man was trapped. In order 


to save his own body and escape 
he was forced to cut off his finger. 
The hospitals are full of people 
that thought it best to lose some 
part of the body to save the whole 
life. We call this the part of wis- 
dom. Now Jesus is saying that we 
had better think more of the here- 
after than the here and now. Bet- 
ter be a cripple now and go to 
Heaven than to retain all your 
physical faculties and die and go 
into Hell! Whatever you do, don't 
go to Hell. 


The old preachers were right. 
It is “better to be Hell scared 
then Hell scarred’! “For what 
shall it profit a man, if he shall 
gain the whole world, and lose 
his own soul?” 


Everyone we know will be in 
Heaven or in Hell. What a re- 
sponsibility rests upon us who 
know the Gospel! Let us face this 
thing! We ought to give ourselves 
to the task of evangelism. God 
help us. I have shown from the 
words of Jesus that Hell is a pre- 
pared place, a place of punish- 
ment, and a place of physical 
pain: and this is not all. Strangely 
enough, Hell is 


A Place of Prayer

They have waited too 
late. Too late! What sad words! 
May God save you from this sad 
tragedy. They pray for mercy. 
They frantically plead for water 
with which to cool their tongue! 
They pray for lost loved ones who 
are still alive. They do not want 
them to come to this awful place 


of torment. They are not ashamed’ 


to pray now. There is no embar- 
rassment. They pray on forever! 
I wish I knew how to impress 
upon your hearts the importance 
of prayer NOW, before it is too 
late to leo an answer. 


What a “Friend we have in Souk: 
AB our sins and griefs to bear! . 
What a privilege to carry 
Everything to God in prayer! 


“Nothing lies beyond the reach 
of prayer except that which is 
outside the will of God.’ How we 
ought to pray now for lost peo- 
ple! As long as one person in 
this world is in danger of Hell- 
fire the whole church should en- 
gage in hours of prayer. If you 
are that one who is lost you ought 
to do your praying now while you 
are in the day of God's mercy. 
Don’t wait till you are in Hell. 
Go down before God now and pray, 
“God be merciful to me a sinner.” 
This will not be answered in Hell. 
It will be answered today. “For 
whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved” 
(Rom. 10:13). And according to 
Jesus, Hell is a place where the

A Passion for Souls

3. They almost never faced the 
real problem—what the Bible says 
about Christians yoking up with 
unbelievers and bidding Godspeed 
to unbelievers in Scriptures like 
Il Corinthians 6:14-18, II John, 
verses 7-11, Ephesians 5:11, Gala- 
tians 1:8, 9, etc. 

4. Many of these letters used 
rather intemperate language, us- 
ing terms like “jealous,” “hypo- 
crite,” and “liar.” Many had got- 
ten the same idea from somewhere 
suggesting Billy Graham is like 
Jésus Christ, and that all of us 
who defend the Bible and oppose 
yoking up with modernists are 
“oharisees,” like those who cruci- 
fied Christ! 


We have had two great com- 
forts. First, we have had the most 
heart-warming, serious letters 
from men and women of God who 
thank God that someone is still 
standing true on the matter of 
opposing modernism and not yok- 
ing up with modernists. Mission-

us every day. From a great broad- 
casting office comes the word that 
every member of the staff unites 
to send greetings and begs us not 
to sell out, not to be frightened, 
and not to give up the fight; with 
greetings from the broadcaster 
himself, one of the best-known 
and most useful men in the world. 
Another letter was from the high- 
est officer of a great denomina- 
tion thanking God that we stand 
true. A letter just came today 
from a Japanese pastor over which 
I laughed and cried and praised 
God. Surprisingly he seems much 
more acutely aware of the danger 
of modernism than most Ameri- 
can pastors. 

Another matter of real com- 
fort is that a good many people

teli us how grieved he was that 
Bishop McConnell of the National 
Council of Churches was called 
on to lead in prayer, and that the 
daytime meetings were held in the 
Seventh Day Adventist Center.

She loved him and prayed for him 
and rejoiced in his ministry, but 
found it was wrong to condone 
voking up with unbelievers simply 
because Dr. Graham did it.

“Dear Brother B————: 

“IT take it that you are a Chris- 
tian so I address you as brother. 

“Unfortunately, you write with- 
out checking up on the facts in 
the case. In the first place, you 
read something in the Christian 
Beacon. The Christian Beacon 
may have quoted from one of my 
articles, and they are welcome to 
do so, but I do not know what 
was quoted there, and you could 
not possibly know what I have 
written in THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
without more information. Any 
cause that must be defended by 
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abuse and slander and leaping to 
conclusions is not likely to be a 
good cause. 


“If there are good reasons for 
Dr. Graham to refuse to go to 
New York until he was invited 
by the Protestant Council of New 
York City, including the most no- 
torious modernists in America, 
then you should give those rea- 
sons. If you know some Scriptures 
that nullify II Corinthians 6:14- 
18, II John, verses 7-11, and Gala- 
tians 1:8, 9, then you should write 
on a scriptural basis instead of 
judging motives and calling hard 
names to a Man you have never 
seen and do not know. You evi- 
dently have not even read the 
paper in which I have given very 
explicit and kindly treatment to 
this matter. 


“You think if I had been to 
New York to see things, I would 
not have written as I did. Again, 
that comes from ignorance of the 
matter, which you could have 
found out before writing hasty 
and mean things to a Christian 
brother. I know Dr. Billy Gra- 
ham well and have prayed for him 
daily for many years. I visited in 
his home a year ago, and he was 
in my office to visit me a few 
months back. I spent one week 
with him in his Scotland campaign 
and spent three days in his cam- 
paign in Toronto. I have heard 
him preach often. I rejoice that 
he preaches the truth, and I am 
glad to see souls saved. 


. “But does that nullify the plain 
statements of the Bible _ that 
Christians are not to yoke up with 
unbelievers?

Last | popular way. Even’ Barnabas, 
Paul's old companion in foreign 
missionary journeys, “also was 


earried away with their dissimula- 
tion.”” But Paul faced Peter “be- 
fore them all’ and reproved him 
with love. It was a lonely day for 
Paul to have to stand alone. 


But Paul was so out-and-out 
for Christ and the Bible that he 
often had to stand alone. In Il 
Timothy 1:15 Paul writes from 
jail at Rome saying, “This thou 
knowest, that all they which are 
in Asia be turned away from me; 
of whom are Phygellus and Her- 
mogenes.”’ And later_he said, “For 
Demas hath forsaken me, having

word “son” in Scripture is a word 
of relationship, not necessarily one 
of origin. David was the son of 
Saul—by relationship (1 Sam. 26: 
21, 25). In Matthew 1:16 Joseph 
is the son of Jacob; in Luke 3:23 
he is the son of Heli. One man 
cannot have two fathers, yet both 
statements are true. Joseph was 
the son of Jacob by birth; he was 
the son of Heli by relationship, 
that is, bymarriage. 

Christ’s sonship is a relationship 
within the godhead. As Hodge 
Says, in commenting on the Trin- 
ity, “The First Person is called 
Father, not because of His rela- 
tion to His creatures, but because 
of His relation to the Second Per- 
son. The Second Person is called 
Son, not because of any relation 
assumed in time, but because of 
His eternal relation to the First 
Person.” 


In human relationships we say 
“father’’ of one who existed before 
a son was born. Remember, how- 
ever, that he did not become fath- 
er until a son was born. The one 
who believes in an eternal Fath- 
er but not in an eternal Son must 
explain how we can have a father 
without a son. One who has no 
son is not a father; therefore, 
since God the Father is eternally 
existing, God the Son is eternally 
existing. There never has been a 
time when the Father did not ex- 
ist as the Father. The Son always 
has been and always wil be the 
Son. 

The words Father, Son, and 
Spirit indicate eternal distinctions 
in the godhead. We have no more 
right to say that the Son was cre- 
ated than we have to say that the 
Father had a beginning. God is 
God. He always has been God. He 
is immutable; that is, unchange- 
able. This immutability refers to 
His nature, not to His operations. 
God is absolutely perfect. Per- 
fection does not admit of change. 
There has never been a time when 
God has not been manifested as 
a Trinity. The words Father, Son, 
and Spirit indicate eternal dis- 
tinctions in the godhead. The one 
who holds that there was a time 
that Jesus Christ was not the Son 
of God involves the godhead in 
such a stupendous change as to 
practically demolish God. But the

godhead is unchangeable. There 
are different times and manners 
of manifestation of God, but there 
is no difference in the godhead. 
The Son is co-existent, co-equal, 
co-eternal, co-essential with the 
Father. 


Since God is eternal and the 
Son is His only begotten Son; 
therefore, Jesus Christ is the eter- 
nally begotten Son of God. A 
begotten son is one who partakes 
of the essence of the father. The 
Son partakes of the essence of 
The Father, and so is the eternally 
begotten of the Father. 

I know it is practically impos- 
sible to understand eternal gener- 
ation. Someone has tried to help 
in the understanding by the use 
of the sun. The sun is continually 
generating light. The very instant 
it dropped from God's creative 
lips it began to generate light. 
The light of the sun is as old as 
the sun itself. You have light the 
instant you have the sun, The sun 
had a beginning. It will have an 
ending, but had it never had a 
beginning, and if it should never 
have an ending, then you would 
have the eternal generation of 
light. God is eternal, and Jesus 
Christ is the eternally begotten of 
God. 

The Fatherhood in eternity be- 
came the Fatherhood in time when 
Christ came into this world by 
way of the virgin birth. Please re- 
member that when we speak of 
the virgin births we are speaking 
of the manner by which God be- 
came incarnate. We are not talk- 
ing about the mere birth of a 
baby. “God was manifest in the 
flesh.” We believe that God al- 
ways manifests Himself through 
the second Person of the Trinity; 
hence, God manifest in the flesh 
is called the Son of God. Jesus 
Christ was neither a descendant 
of God nor a descendant of man. 
He is God. Sacred prophecy speaks 
of Christ's incarnation as that of 


“the child born,” “the son given” 
(Isa. 9:6). To transpose “son” 
and “child” is to create confusion. 
As the Son, He was not born, but 
given. As the child, He was not 
given, but born, He did not receive 
a personality from the Father in 
Heaven; He did not owe His man- 
hood to a father on earth. The 
Spirit of God formed within Mary 
a body through which God took a 
human nature into union with 
His divine personality. In nature 
He was God-man; in personality 
He was God. 

It will help if we bear in mind 
the fact that we do not have three 
Gods, but one God who is a unity 
in Trinity and a Trinity in unity. 
The Father alone is not God, the 
Son alone is not God, the Spirit 
alone is not God, but all three 
constitute God, for God is Father, 
Son, and Spirit. You cannot have 
one Person of the godhead with- 
out having the other two; hence, 
it is written concerning Christ 
that “in him dwelleth all the ful- 
ness of the godhead bodily”; that 
is, in a human body, Christ was 
God manifest in the flesh. 

He was announced to Mary as 
the Son of God. “That holy thing 
that shall be born of thee shall be 
called the Son of God” (Luke 
1:35). 

He was announced to Mary as 
Saviour. “Thou shalt conceive in 
thy womb and bring forth a son, 
and shalt call his name Jesus... 
for he shall save his people from 
their sins” (Luke 1:31; Matt. 1: 
21). “For there is one God, and 
one mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus; Who 
gave himself a ransom for all” 
(I Tim. 2:5, 6). Westcott points 


out. that the word “between” 
would better be rendered “par- 
taker’; that is, “partaker of God 


and man,” meaning that He par- 
takes the nature of the two par- 
ties. The same word in Hebrews 
7:2 is translated “part.” Jesus 
Christ is. unique. He is truly a 
Being by Himself. He stands alone 
in the eternal sonship in His past 
Being.

ship as born alone to died for our 
sins. 


The very title “Son of God’ 
marks His equality with God. The 
Jews knew very well what He 
meant when He claimed to be the 
Son of God. “Therefore, the Jews 
sought the more to kill him, be- 
cause he not only had broken the 
sabbath, but said also that God 
was his Father, making himself 
equal with God” (John 5:18). 


It is very instructive to note 
that the Lord Jesus was recog- 
nized by the only beings who had 
ever seen Him before His entrance 
into the world. When the eyes of 
that other world looked upon Him, 
they cried out, “Thou art the 
Son of God.” 

Some maintain that He is the 
Son of God by miraculous con- 
ception. This is not true. He was 
the Son of God before that human 
birth. He is so named in Psalm 2. 

Some declare that He is the 
Son of God by appointment to of- 
fice. John 10:36 is introduced for 
proof. “Say ye of him, whom the 
Father hath sanctified, and sent 
into the world, Thou blasphemest; 
because I said, I am the Son of 
God?” This verse, however, does 
not teach that He became Son 
by being sent, but, being the Son 
of God, He was sent. 

Some affirm that He is the Son 
of God by the resurrection of the 
dead. “God hath fulfilled the same 
unto us their children, in that he 
hath raised up Jesus again; as 
it is also written in the second 
psalm, Thou art my Son, this day 
have I begotten thee” (Acts 13: 
33). The meaning of the resur- 
rection is made clearer, however, 
from Romans 1:4, which states 
that He was declared to be the 
Son by resurrection—not that He 
became the Son by resurrection. 
“Declared to be” means marked 
out, determined. Christ’s resurrec- 
tion forever settled the question 
of His sonship. The voice from 
Heaven at the baptism and again 
at the transfiguration said, ‘This 
is my Son.” The resurrection had 
not yet occurred. 

Some insist that He is the Son 
of God only because He was made 
heir of all things (Heb. 1:3-5), 
but sonship does: not come from 
heirship; heirship comes from son- 
ship. Abraham recognized this, for 
he said, “Lo, one born in my house 
is mine heir.” 

Jesus Christ is the “only” Son 
of God. Angels are called sons of 
God, and such they are by crea- 
. Adam was called a son of 
and such he was by crea- 
. Believers are called sons of 
and such they are by regen- 
eration. But Jesus Christ is the 
only Son of God. He is the Isaac 
of His Father (Gen. 22:2; 25:15). 
Jesus Christ was the Son in eter- 
nity; we become sons in time. He 
was the Son by eternal genera- 
tion; we become the sons by faith. 
He- was of the same essence with 
the Father; we are of different 
substance from the Father. He 
is called THE Son, distinguished 
from all others. He is not A 
Son. 

Napoleon Bonaparte once said, 
“IT know men, and I tell you Jesus 
Christ is not a mere man. He is 
truly a Being by Himself.” 
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F. E,. Marsh says that at one 
time in a conversation with a sea 
captain in the town of Sunder- 
land, the captain said, “I cannot 
believe that Jesus is the Son of 
God. He never claimed to be.” 


Marsh replied, “Would you be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Son of God 
if He claimed to be?” 

“Yes,” was the reply. 


Marsh said, “Christ once asked 
His disciples about Himself, 
‘Whom do men say that I the 
Son of man am?’” 


“What did they say?” 


“They gave various answers, but 
Peter said, “Thou are the Christ, 
the Son of the living God.’”’ 


“What did Christ say in reply?” 


“Blessed art thou, Simon Bar- 
Jona, for flesh and blood hath 
not revealed it unto thee, but my 
Father which is in heaven.’ ” 


That was sufficient for the cap- 
tain, for he clasped his hands and 
said, ““O Christ, Thou Son of God, 
I acknowledge Thy deity, and pray 
Thee+to save me because Thou 
didst die for me on Calvary’s 
cross.” 


“His Only Begotten Son” 
Describes God’s Supreme | 
Gift 

This gift is the Son of God. No 
other son would do. Not Joseph's 
son. He was addressed as the son 
of Joseph by the people of Naza- 
reth (Luke 4:22), even as some 
today call Him the son of Joseph. 
He was so addressed because that 
was what they believed, but if 
He were the son of Joseph, He 
was conceived in iniquity and born 
in sin, and could not be a Saviour. 
He, Himself, would then have 
needed a Saviour; would have 
needed to be born again. That 
would mean that His mother was 
stained with the sin of unchastity 
and just as guilty as a wife who 
breaks her marriage vow. That 
would mean that He had no legal, 
no decent right to live, but was a 
bastard, bern out .of wedlock. 

That would mean that He was 
not the second Person of the 
Trinity, and if He is not the sec- 
ond Person of the Trinity, there 
is no second Person of the Trinity, 
hence there is no Trinity. A denial 
of any Person of the godhead is 
a denial of God. The son of Jo- 
seph could not forgive sins. The 
son of Joseph could no more sacri- 
fice for my sins than you could. 

Sin required a victim since God 
is just. “Where is the lamb?” said 
Isaac, and Abraham answered, 
“My son, God will provide himself 
a lamb,” and God provided His 
only begotten Son. No other son 
is ever called the Lamb of God. 

It is a hard thing to give a son. 
During a famine in Germany cen- 
turies ago, a poor family being 
ready to perish, the husband pro- 
posed to the wife that they sell 
one of their children for bread 
to relieve themselves and the rest. 
Finally, the mother consented to 
do so. Then they began to think 
about which one of the four should 
be sold. They named the eldest, 
but they both refused to part with 
that one—he was the first-born. 
Well, they came to the second, 
but they could not part with him, 
for he was the very picture and 
image of his father. Then they 
talked about the third one, but 
that one looked most like the 
mother, and they could not part 
with that one. Only one left, and 
that was the baby. He was the 
Benjamin, the last born. They 
couldn’t sell him, so they deter- 
mined that they would rather per- 
ish than part with one of their 
children. 


Remember how Jacob mourned 
when Joseph and Benjamin were 
rent from him. What is a child 
but a piece of the parent wrap- 
ped up in another skin? To give a 
child is like giving your own heart 
and being. And yet our dearest 
children are but strangers to us 
in comparison to the unspeakable 
dearness between the Father and 
Christ. 


The hardest thing the writer 
ever did was to say one morning, 
thirteen years ago when his only 
son was dying, “All right, Fath- 
er, take him.” How hard to give 
him up! And yet, to what was I 
giving him? To hands of love. To 
the glory of Heaven. Then stop to 


think to what God gave His only 
Son—to sin, to degradation, to 
curse, to death, to judgment. The 
greatest manifestation of love in 
the whole universe is in that gift 
of God’s Son for us. Just think 
how precious to Him you must 
be in the light of the gift of His 
Son for you. 


“His Only Begotten Son” Dis- 
Charges God’s Saving 


Purpose 


As soon as sin entered the 
world God declared His purpose 
to send a Redeemer (Gen. 3:15). 
That Redeemer was to be the Seed 
of the woman whose redeeming 
death was indicated in the crush- 
ed heel. 


In I John 4:14 it is very definite- 
ly and distinctly stated that the 
Father sent His Son to be the 
Saviour of the world. In Galatians 
4:°4-6 we are told that God sent 
forth His Son to redeem. In Ro- 
mans 8:32 we are told that God 
spared not His own Son, but gave 
Him up to death for us all. In I] 
John 4:10 we are told that God 
sent His Son to be the propitia- 
tion or satisfaction for our sins. 


It was for this purpose that He 
came down from Heaven. But for 
Calvary there would have been no 
Bethlehem. He was born that He 
might die. The expression, “‘Mine 
hour,” is found seven times in 
John’s Gospel. That hour is the 
hour of His death. That is 
the greatest hour since hours 
began to be numbered. The 
hour of His resurrection was only 
God’s approval upon the hour of 
His death. That was the hour fix- 
ed by the triune God even before 
the foundation of the world. That 
was the hour which, in the eternal 
councils of the godhead, had been 
marked out for the sacrificial 
work and death of the Son of God. 
It was for the sake of that hour 
that He left the bosom of the 
Father for the womb of the vir- 

gin. That was the hour when the 
saad of the serpent bruised the 
heel of the Seed of the woman. 
That was the hour that God had 
in mind when He clad Adam and 
Eve in coats of skin. That was the 
hour in which Abel had hope as 
he offered the firstling of the flock 
to God. That was the hour which 
Abraham saw as he looked away 
from the altar on Mt. Moriah 
where his own son was ready to 
be offered. “Abraham rejoiced to 
see my day,” the Lord said. 

That was the hour that gave 
value to the blood of the passover 
lamb. The thousands of Israelites 
came with their droves of beasts 
for the altar of Jehovah, but now 
the fire is quenched, the altar is 
hewn down, the sacrifices are driv- 
en away, for the hour of which 
they speak is now fulfilled. The 
Holy of Holies was aglow with the 
divine Shekinah. The great High 
Priest was there. Israel stood 
without confessing her sins. The 
sacrificial victims were bleeding. 
But now—the veil of the temple, 
rent from the top throughout, is 
left fluttering in the winds of 
Heaven. The Holiest is deserted. 
Why? Because the hour of which 
they spoke is fulfilled in Calvary. 


The brazen serpent on the pole 
pointed off to that hour. The smit- 
ten rock was only the shadow of 
the smitten Redeemer. Psalm 22, 
with its pierced, suffering, dying 
Man who cried, “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 
is meaningless apart from that 
hour. Isaiah wrote of that hour, 
“He was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities . . The Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all.” 
Zechariah had that hour in view 
when he cried out, “Awake, O 
sword, against my shepherd, and 
against the man that is my fel- 
low” (Zech, 13:7). 


All the prophecies, all the types, 
all the shadows, all the symbols 
met at the cross in that hour, 
and the end of them all came with 
that last loud cry that sent its 
echoes pealing through the plains 
of Judea—‘“It is finished!” ‘That 
was the hour when the one with- 
out sin was made to be sin for 
us, when He bare our sins in His 
own body on the tree. That was 
the hour to which the prophets 
pointed. That is the hour to which 
we now look. It is the hour to 
which all ages point and to which 
all dispensations look. That was 
the hour when the new covenant 
was sealed and our salvation se- 
cured in the blood of the Son of 
God. 


He said, “The Son of man must 
be lifted up.” “Must” means 
“must.” None other could fulfill 


the saving purpose of God because 
He alone is the Son of God. He 
alone is sinless, and so He alone 
could bear our sins. 


A missionary, in charge of one 
of the native churchés in China, 
was examining a number of can- 
didates for Christian baptism. He 
asked a woman who had applied 
for church membership, “Had Je- 
sus sin?” and somewhat to the 
missionary’s astonishment, _al- 
though she had been taught other- 
wise, she replied, “Yes.”’ The mis- 
sionary thought that perhaps she 
did not understand the question, 
and so repeated it in a way likely 
to elicit a negative reply, but the 
woman answered very positively, 
“He had sin.” Then the missionary 
asked her if she did not under- 
stand that the Lord Jesus was 
God incarnate and could have no 
sin, but her unhesitating reply 
was, “Why He had mine.” That 
woman seemed to be a deeper 
theologian than the missionary 
himself. She knew that the Lord 
had laid on Him the iniquity of 
us all, and that He bare our sins 
in His own body on the tree. 


All thy sins were laid upon Him, 
Jesus bore them on the tree; 

God, who knew them, laid them on Him, 
And, believing, thou art free. 


“His Only Begotten Son” De- 
termines Man’s Eternal 
Destiny 


“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not 
see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him” (John 3:36). 

It is to as many as received 
Him that He gives power to be- 
come the sons of God, even to 
them who believe on His name. 
John 1:12 makes it plain that re- 
ceiving and believing are synony- 
mous terms. The one who believes 
on the Lord Jesus Christ is the 
one who receives Him as a _per- 
sonal Saviour. 


A friend of mine recently re- 
ceived a gift from one with whom 
he was not in fellowship. He im- 
mediately returned the gift to the 
one who sent it. He refused to 
receive it. In like manner men 
may refuse God’s great Gift of 
His only begotten Son. Such a re- 
fusal means no life, but only the 
wrath of God. On the other hand, 
to receive God’s Gift means a place 
in’ God’s family with the eternal 
privileges and blessings that shall 
be the portion of every child of 
God. So man’s destiny is sealed 
by his acceptance or rejection of 
Jesus Christ as Saviour. 

Dr. George F. Pentecost tells 
the story of a poor ragged little 
Scotch girl who came to him one 
night in Aberdeen, after nearly 
all the other people had gone out 
from the service, and followed 
him about as he was leaving the 
hall. Finally, he asked her what 
she wanted. He fully expected that 
she was a little beggar; and so 
she was, but it was the bread of 
life she was after. “Lassie,” he 
said, “what do you want?” 

The little girl reached up on 
her tiptoes as he bent down, and 
whispered into his ear, “I want to 
get saved.” 

He was surprised and startled 
at the intensity of her whispered 
words, and drew back and looked 
her eagerly in the face, and re- 
peated her own words for answer, 
“You want to get saved?” 

“Ay, sir, I do,” ever so pathetic- 
ally, and still in a whisper. 

“And why do you want to get 
saved?” 


Again on her tiptoes she reach-’ 


ed up and whispered in his ear, 
“Because I am a sinner.” 

This was so satisfactory a rea- 
son, and by this time the child 
had so interested him that he drew 
her to one side, away from the 
gentlemen who were standing by, 
that he might talk with her un- 
reservedly. “How do you know 
you are a sinner?

Out of curiosity to know how 
the little waif, who had so hotly 
repudiated the idea of man’s abili- 
ty to save, would answer, Dr.

if He is dead?” 

The little thing sprang up from 
her seat, and her eyes, only a 
moment before suffused with 
tears, flashed upon him. No whis- 
per now, no timid putting of lips 
to his ear, but her voice rang 
out as once before, “He is not 
dead. He is not dead!” 


“But you just now said that He 
died for you. If He died for you, 
He must be dead. How can a 
dead man save you, however good 
and loving He may have been?” 

She looked at him as in amaze- 
ment, and lifting her little lean 
bare arm in striking gesture she 
replied again, ““Man, Jesus is not 
dead. He died for me, but He is 
not a dead Man. He is God’s Son. 
Man, did you not tell us this 
very night that God raised Him 
from the dead?

dropped into the old _ pathetic 
tones. “Do not fool me, but tell 
me all about it, and how I can 
get saved.”

things will be added unto you.” 
God has a promise that when 
you give to Him, He will repay. 
It will come back. 

In Paul’s letter to the Corinth- 
jans is a wonderful lesson: “... 
God loveth a cheerful giver. And 
God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye, al- 
ways having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound to every good 
work” (II Cor. 9:7, 8). Paul said, 
“. . He which soweth sparingly 
shall reap also sparingly; and he 
which soweth bountifully shall 
reap also bountifully” in his giv- 
ing. So when you give money, you 
are not to think, “Good bye! 
That's the last of that!” It is 
like when you put corn in the 
ground. Bless God, God’s rain and 
sunshine will come on it and we 
will have a row of corn. We will 
have green ears, and nice green 
corn to eat. Or we will have corn 
for hogs this fall, because what 
you sow, you will reap. That is 
a Bible principle. So giving is a 
sign of it. 

Do you tithe? Do you give at 
least a tenth of your income? Get 
my book back there, All About 
Christian Giving, and read the 
chapter, “Giving Your Way to 
Prosperity.” If you try that six 
months, and don’t gain in actual 
cash and blessings spiritually be- 
sides, I will give you the book. I 
know it pays to give when you 
give in Jesus’ name and trust 
Him to repay as He promised. 
You see, that is sowing and reap- 
ing. 
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The Bible says on this matter, 
“He that hath pity upon the poor 
lendeth unto the Lord + 5 et 
(Prov. 19:17). You can say, “Nev- 
er mind. I have a good Saviour. 
He won't let me go without. He 
will see that I receive what I 
need because He says, ‘I owe that 
fellow something. He gave to the 
poor.’’’ And God pays His debts. 
He does! Christian giving is the 
proof of the sowing and reaping. 
When you sow, you reap. Thank 
God, you reap abundantly, too! 


That is another proof of the 
law. That is the way it is with 
soul winning, too, Soul winning is 
primarily sowing and _ reaping. 
Psalm 126:5, 6 says, “They that 
sow in tears shall reap in joy. He 
that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubt- 
less come again with rejoicing, 
bringing his sheaves with him.” 
So soul winning is primarily sow- 
ing and reaping. That puts it in 
the category of God’s inexorable 
law and you cannot fail if you 
meet God's requirements. You are 
going to have a harvest. If you 
go God’s way, you will have a 
harvest. If you will go with tears, 
you will reap with joy. If you go 
forth and weep and bear the pre- 
cious seed, you will come back re- 
joicing with sheaves, So the Bible 
says. 


I. The Results of the Gospel 
Are Not the Same With 
Everybody Who Hears 

You will not get everybody sav- 
ed. The sower went forth to sow. 

Some seed fell by the road side 

and a robin hopped down and 

picked up some of it. A crow 
came along and got some of it, 

a chickadee, and a quail 
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get that one to quit his tobac- 
co. I did not get him on fire for 
God. I did not get him to winning 


, souls. Well, I was sad. But, some- 


body. else got saved..who meant 
business. What a joy that is to 
know! 

In getting people saved through 
literature, I have found a strange, 
a wonderful thing, and yet some- 
thing very queer. We will hear 
‘from about one thousand people 
this year, perhaps eleven or twelve 


‘hundred who will write letters to 
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saved through the literature turn 
out to be preachers! More of them 
turn out to be soul winners! My, 
how many of them—one man here 
‘told me this morning at the prayer 
“Brother Rice, over in 
|'India another soldier gave me one 
old copy of THE SworpD OF THE 
LORD, and I’ve been a reader ever 
since.’”’ He told me of what bless- 
ings he had gotten. How many 
' preachers are preaching the Gos- 
pel because somebody gave them 
one of my booklets! 

There is that man, Jacob Frie- 
sen, in Kansas. He had nine grown 
sons and they were all converted. 
They prayed for their dad, but he 
‘would not go and he did not care, 
and he was not saved. But one 
day he read a sermon in THE 
SworD and was converted. That 
old fellow, bless God, got on fire. 


One day Miss Viola Walden and 
some of my daughters were going 
from Chicago on the Pennsylvania 
train out to Winona Lake. A man 
came along giving out tracts and 
said, “Here, read this. Here is 
the plan of salvation. Be sure and 
read this.” 

It was my booklet, “What Must 
I Do to Be Saved?” Miss Viola 
Walden said, ‘“‘We are with Broth- 
er Rice, and are going out to 
Winona Lake for a conference. We 
will work there during the con- 
ference. We work with him and 
here is Brother Rice’s daughter.” 


| ple who write in to tell us they are

“Well,” Brother Friesen said, 
“let’s all sing a song, then,” 


So they sat on the train and 
sang songs. Then he walked up 
and down the aisles giving out the 
booklets. He has gotten more peo- 
ple saved! 

One man came back from Den- 
ver. He said, “Brother Rice, do 
you know Jacob Friesen?” “Yes.” 
“Well, we had a Gideon’s con- 
vention at Denver and there were 
Christian businessmen there from 
all over America. I met one guy 
on every street corner. He was 
buttonholing people and giving 
them tracts and talking about the 
Lord, and having prayer meetings 
on the street and in the hotel 
lobbies. I asked him, and he said 
he was saved through reading THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD. 


You know, I just keep hearing 
echoes of that good man, Jacob 
Friesen. 

Does it make a fellow a better 
Christian to get saved reading a 
sermon? No, not necessarily. But 
the truth of the matter is, only 
the bold ones write; some timid 
ones are saved but don’t write. 
They go down to the church and 
join. Then I come along six years 
later and hold revival meetings, 
and they come up and say timid- 
ly, “Brother Rice, I was saved six 
years ago reading your sermon.” 
But they never wrote to tell me 
about it. So I think if I get one 
thousand or eleven hundred letters 
this year telling me they found 
Christ through some of this liter- 
ature, there will have been thou- 
Sands more who trusted Christ, 
went down to the church, joined 
the church and were baptized, who 
never wrote to tell me. They love 
me and pray for me. If I came 
that way they would verbaily tell 
me, 


Is there anybody here now who 
was saved through some of my 
literature? Often in such a crowd 
there will be. Yes, there is one! 
Thank you, brother. I am just 
saying that-there is a gospel truth 
that if you sow enough seed you 
are going to reap some sheaves. 
That is it! You sow the seed and 
God is going to bless it. That is 
God’s law. 


II. Soul Winning Is Not 
Simply God’s Business 
That is not affected by pre- 
destination. A lot of lazy people 
who do not want to win souls 
say, “That is the sovereign busi- 
ness of God. It is just up to us 
to be faithful. It is not up to 
us to see about the results. We 
don't care akhout numbers any- 
how.” You old backslider! If you 
loved sinners like Jesus did, you 
would care about numbers. Yes, 
sir! 
“Well,” somebody says, 
believe in counting.” 
Well, I am glad you were not 
there at Pentecost. If you had 
been running that, we would nev- 
er have known that they had 
three thousand souls saved. But

God does not feel about it as you | 


do. He said about three thousand 
souls were saved. 


Somebody says, “Well, it is the 
sovereign business of God.” 

Brother, this i§ one matter in 
which God and I are partners. He 
loves sinners and I love them, 
and Jesus died for them, and I lay 
my life on the altar, I live a 
crucified life day by day. Like 
Paul, I fill up, in my body what is 
lacking of the sufferings of Christ 
in order to get people saved (Col. 
1:24). It is my business and I 
will reap over it. It was Jesus’ 
business. He bled and died over it. 


When they are saved I rejoice; 
up in Heaven there is such a smile 
of gladness on the dear face of 
Jesus because a sinner is saved. 
And He tells everybody in Heaven, 
“Rejoice with me; for I have 
found my sheep which was lost.” 
Listen, I am not going to leave 
it to the sovereign predestination 
and election and foreordination of 
God about winning souls. God has 
set a rule and He says if you sow 


the seed, you will reap sheaves. | 


He said what you sow you will 
reap. The divine law is that peo- 
ple can win souls, and if you 
work enough at it, cry enough, 
pray enough, show enough Scrip- 
tures, give enough people the Gos- 
pel, go get them and bring them 
to church, try enough ways and 
schemes, you. are going to get 
more and more people saved. In 
proportion as you sow with tears 
the Word of God—in that propor- 


tion you are going to reap. The 
one who reaps more sows more. 

Whe is the greatest soul win- 
ner? The man who sows more. A 
man who sows more seed gets 
more crop. That is the way. Not 
the smart man. Who is going to 
make the most money? The 
smartest farmer? No, if he sits at 
home and studies the Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica and reads in very 
strong, scholarly tones, that will 
not make him a crop. What makes 
it is getting out there and break- 
ing the ground, killing the weeds, 
sowing it, then reaping it. That 
does it! The more sowing, the 
more reaping. And that is God's 
plan about soul winning. 

“Well,” somebody says, “I don’t 
believe revivals are worked up. I 
believe they are prayed down.” 
You are half right and half wrong. 
It is true that revivals are prayed 
down. It is also true that they 
are worked up. It is true that 
only God can give a revival, but it 
is also true that He only gives 
it where God's people meet His 
requirements. Revival is God's 
business and my business. He told 
me what to do and if I do my 
part, He does His. That is not 
just a business that hits like light- 
ning, unpredictable, accidental, not 
influenced by men. No, no. God 
has a law of sowing and reaping 
in soul winning. 


Ill, God’s Law that Sowing 
Guarantees a Reaping Works 
in All Circumstances 

“But, Brother Rice, we are in 
the last days.” 

Well, if you mean we are in 
New Testament times—yes. If you 
mean anything else, then you are 
wrong. It is tomfoolery for any- 
body to pretend to know how soon 
Jesus is coming. You do not know 
anything of the kind. There is 
not any sign by which you can 
know. Jesus plainly said in Acts 

It is not for you to 
the times or the seasons, 
which the Father hath put in his 
own power.” You are not supposed 
to know. That is not your busi- 
ness. 

“But Brother Rice, 
lot of modernism.” 

Yes, I know. 

“But Brother Rice, 
lot of worldliness.”’ 

Yes. 

“But Brother Rice, 
looking at television.” 

Yes. 

“But Brother Rice, 
lot of drinking.”

Yes, I know. “But where sin 
abounded, grace did much more 
abound” (Rom. 5:20). The grace 


of God is greater than all the sin 
in the world. There are not any 
circumstances, no nation, no 
country, no class of people—un- 
der which God’s laws don’t work. 
God’s divine law of sowing and 
reaping works. Brother, you sow 
the seed, the dynamite of God, this 
blessed Word of God; you sow it 
with tears, sow it beside all wa- 
ters—you be faithful in that and 
the Scripture says, “. in due 


'season we shall reap, if we faint 


not” (Gal. 6:9). “Therefore, my 
beloved brethren, be ye stedfast, 
unmoveable, always abounding in 
the work of the Lord, forasmuch 
as ye know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord” (I Cor, 15: 
58). Brother, it works! This soul- 
winning business works! The peo- 
ple who win souls work at it. The 
people who do not win souls do 
not work at it. 

You say, “You need the power 
of God.” 

Sure, but you can have the pow- 
er of God. 

“But, Brother Rice, one ought 
to have the right method.” 

Yes, you have the Bible, you 
have the Scripture, and you can 
use that. And one who sows the 
seed comes back with sheaves. 


‘That is the Bible plan. Sow and 


reap. A divine law. In proportion 
as you sow in God's plan, in that 
proportion you will reap in God's 
plan. } 

You see that soul winning, then, 
is the plain business primarily of 
going after people. What is soul 
winning? One element of soul win- 
ning is the Word of God. “He that 
goeth forth and weepeth, bear- 
ing precious seed...” (Ps. 126: 
6). In Luke 8:11 it says, “... The 
seed is the word of God.” 

You say, “Can you always de- 
pend on it?” 

Listen, that dynamite goes off 
and it works wonders in the 
hearts of men. 


I was on Seminary Hill as a 
student in Southwestern Semi- 
nary. Good old Mother Williams 
was in charge of the campus and 
it was on a rocky hill. You would 
dig down eight inches and run 
into limestone; yet they wanted 
to plant beautiful trees. Well, you 
cannot get much of a tree to grow 
in six or eight inches of soil. So 
we would dig down, then pry out 
rocks. When we came down to 
solid rock, we would take a crow- 
bar-and chunk it down and down 
and down and make a hole. Then 
we put in half a stick or a stick 
of dynamite and a fuse and put 
a cap on it, then somebody would 
go out to head off the passers-by 
so nobody would get hit. Then 
we would set the thing off and 
blow the rock to smithereens. 
After a while you could put a 
tree in there and it would grow. 

I am just saying that like a 
good company puts aé certain 
amount of nitroglycerin with a 
certain amount of sawdust and a 
certain explosion pressure point 
with a fuse and a certain amount 
of cap impact to set it off, just 
as scientific as that, with a cer- 
tain kind of sowing and a certain 
amount of sowing, God getsS a cer- 
tain number of souls. 

I have a friend, Arthur DeMoss, 
an inSurance executive in Albany, 
New York. He was chairman of 
my campaign when I was’in Al- 
bany, and is a very good friend 
of the Sword of the Lord. He tells 
me: “I. set up an insurance of- 
fice, establish an agency, call in 
workers, and tell people this: ‘If 
you have so many contacts, out 
of those so many contacts you 
can make so many calls. There 
will be a certain number of them 
at home if you call within cer- 
tain hours of the day, and a cer- 
tain number won’t be at home. 
Out of those that you call on, 
you will make so many sales, and 
out of so many sales you have, 
your commission will be so and 
so.’”” He said, “I*can show to 
him, taking the case of one hun- 
dred workers, maybe, and thou- 
sands.of cases, that every call an 
individual makes will be worth 
$2, and he will get $7 commission 
on every sale on an average. Any- 
body in the world who makes so 
many calls a day can make so 
much money a year in the insur- 
ance business. It just works out 
as simply as that, that a call is 
worth so much.” In other words, 
the divine law of sowing and reap- 
ing works in selling insurance as 
well as in building a Sunday 
School. 

If I can get on Thursday night 
a certain number of workers out 
to visit, I will have so many peo- 
ple. If I can have 23 workers to 
visit on Thursday night, I will 
have 160 people in Sunday School 
next Sunday in Wheaton. And that 
with amateur workers, and not 
very well established, and a new 
church that has just started, and 
a good deal of prejudice. But 
when I get to where I can have 
46 people out visiting to win souls 
and invite people to Sunday 
School and see after the absentees, 
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\ 13 complete devotional programs from the 
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generally appeal to men, opening and closing 
prayers and a 15-minute meditation based on 
Christ's teachings. ‘4

I will have 320 in Sunday School. 
Down in Catholic New Orleans in 
the Mid-City Baptist Church, Bro- 
ther Paul Driscoll tells me that 
he has kept count for eight years 
and that always, if he can have 
10 people visiting, he has 100 in 
Sunday School. If he has 100 peo- 
ple visiting, he has 1,000 in Sun- 
day School; When he has 120 visit- 
ing in a week, he has 1,200 in 
Sunday School. He ‘said it has 
worked within a fraction of a per 
cent all down through these eight 
years in that Catholic city where 
nine out of ten_of the people are 
Catholic. It still pays. You see, 
God’s divine law of sowing and 
reaping always pays Off. 

You know who does not win 
souls? The man who is so lazy or 
so indifferent or so _ pigheaded 
that he will not go after people. 
That is it. Now people who go 
after people can get people saved. 

Somebody says, “I wish we 
could have a great church like Dr. 
Lee Roberson has in Chatta- 
nooga.” You can. “Oh, but Dr. Rob- 
erson’s case is extreme.” Yes, he 
is a wonderful preacher, but I 
know others who preach as well. 
The plain truth of the matter is 
that that church is built On a di- 
vine law that if you go after 
enough people, you can get a cer- 
tain percentage of them, and get 
a certain percentage of them sav- 
ed and baptized. Anybody in the 
world who teaches people to rely 
on the Spirit and use the Word 
of God, then make enough visits 
and go after enough people, while 
they are living straight and pray- 
ing and God is helping, will have 
a certain number of people saved 
and a certain number of people 
baptized. It just works by the 
divine law of sowing and reaping. 
“. . + in due season we shall reap, 
-if we faint not,” the Bible says. 
So “therefore, my beloved breth- 
ren, be ye stedfast, unmoveable. 
always abounding in the work of 
the Lord; forasmuch as ye know 
that your labour is not in vain in 
the Lord” (I Cor. 15:58). 


IV. We Should Sow the Seed 
Everywhere 


Now in Isaiah 32:20 we read. 
“Blessed are ye that sow beside 
all waters, that send forth thither 
the feet of the ox and the ass.” 
Here the Bible says it is a blessed 
thing, then, to sow beside all 
waters. If you want to raise lots 
of grain, the thing to do is to go 
out and everywhere you find a 
little flat place, sow some seed. 
Now he is talking about Palestine. 
Down here in North Georgia it 
would be very much the same for 
there are lots of hills. He said, 
‘Blessed are you that go out here 
and sow every time you find a lit- 
tle valley and a creek running by. 
In a bend of that valley there 
will be a little place that is big 
enough for a field where you can 
plant some grain. And if there 
is a river, you will have a wide 
bottom. If it is a little bit of a 
creek, you will have just a small 
bit of bottom land. But blessed is 
the man who just goes over the 
country and plants his seed ev- 
erywhere he can find a little bit 
of a valley land, everywhere he 
can find a place with not straight 
up-and-down hills. Right there bv 
the creek he plants his seed.’ 
“Blessed are ye that sow beside all 
. Waters, that send forth thither 
the feet of the ox and the ass.” 

Here a fellow says, “Hitch up 
that yoke of oxen to the plow. 
Here’s a little piece of ground. 
Oh, it isn’t very much; there are 
rocky hillsides all around. It is 
just a little bit of level ground, 
level enough to plow. All right, we 
are going to plow that and put it 
in grain.” So they turn it over. 
They say, “Bring your team of 
donkeys over here! Here’s another 
little place.” So he goes around 
in a rocky country, in a hilly coun- 
try, a lot of which cannot be 
cultivated. But anybody can find 
some ground down by the creek 
and sow a little seed. So the Lord 
said, ‘Blessed is the Christian 
who lives in this dry old world, 
lives in this world that is an ene- 
my of God, lives in this world that 
is so full of sin, lives in this world 
where so many people would 
rather look at TV than go to 
church—lives in the world where 
it is easy to get a great crowd 
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for a ball game. (It is a little 
harder to get them to hear the 
Gospel.) But never mind! Blessed 
is the Christian who says, “I am 
gofng to find some place where 
there will be a little stream, a 
little bottom land, somewhere a 
place where you ean sow some 
good seed and get people saved.”’ 
“Blessed are ye . . that send 
forth thither the feet of the ox 
and the ass.’ That is, he plows 
it up and sows the seed, and har- 
rows it in, then gets ready to mow 
it or to reap it. God is saying 
that you should win souls every 
chance you get. 

Sow beside all waters. Sow be- 
side all waters. You know, the 
ones who-win the most souls are 
the folks who work the most. That 
is really what the Lord was teach- 
ing in Luke 14: “A certain man 
made a great supper, and bade 
many: And sent his servant at 
supper time to say to them that 
were bidden, Come: for all things 
are now ready. And they all with 
one consent began to make ex- 
cuse. The first said unto him, I 
have bought a piece of ground, 
and I must needs go and sée it: 
I pray thee have me excused. And 
another said, I have bought five 
yoke of oxen, and I go to prove 
them: I pray thee have me ex- 
cused. And another said, I have 
married a wife, and therefore I 
cannot come.” He didn't even say, 
“Excuse me.” These people were 
all obviously giving poor excuses. 

So the man went back to report. 
‘Lord, I tried my best but I 
couldn’t get anybody saved. They 
gave the poorest excuses. They 
wouldn't listen. What will I do?’ 

He answered, ‘Go to somebody 
else. Go along the streets and 
lanes of the city, the back alleys. 
You went to the main homes; 
now go to the poor folks. You go, 
and go everywhere. Go quickly!’ 

So the servant went and got 
some. But he came back to report, 
‘Lord, there is still some more 
room at the table for the banquet. 
What will I do?’ 

He said, ‘Have you been all over 
town?’ 

‘Yes, Sir.’ 


‘Have you been in the back 
alleys, lanes, and across the rail- 
road track?’ 

‘Yes, Sir!’ 

‘Then go out on the highways 
in the country, and back across 
the fields by the hedges, to the 
little tenant houses, and every- 
where, and this time go so earn- 
estly and urgently, and compel 
them to come in that my house 
may be filled.’ 


You see, the Lord is saying, 
‘Sure, some people will turn you 
down. Yes, I know this world is 
not ail for you. Sure, there are 
a lot of people who don’t want to 
be saved. But, we can fill up the 
table, we can have wedding guests 
if we keep going. Sow your seed 
beside all waters.’ That is a good 
lesson. 


V. Don’t Give up so Easy: 

Sow at the Hard Places! 

Listen, some people give up too 
easily. 

In 1936 I was in Spruce Street 
Baptist Church in Philadélphia. I 
preached on soul winning. A wom- 
an came to me in tears and said, 
“Brother Rice, I know you are 
right, and I would love to win 
souls, but all the people around 
here are Catholics.” 

“Well, God still loves the Catho- 
lics. What is wrong with Catho- 
lics?”’ 

You know, if you love Catholics, 
the Gospel is just fitted for Cath- 
olics. I don’t mean you should 
argue and say, “Oh, your priest is 
all wrong.” I mean you should 
just go and teach people who are 
sinners that you love them and 
that you want to help them, and 
prove yourself a friend. Love will 
find a way. Take .my booklet 
back there on Sermon From A 
Catholic Bible. Some will read 
that who wouldn’t read “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?” That is 
one way. But if that is not the 
way, try another way. But sow 
beside all water. Everybody ought 
to be ready to win a Jew, win a 
Catholic, win a bootlegger, win 
a harlot. win a little girl, win 
a little boy, win an infidel. All 
waters! 


One great thing about Dr. R. A. 
Torrey in his book on Personal 
Soul-Winning is that he just got 
the ways down there because he 
worked at it all the time to win 
an infidel or a Catholic, or to get 
a backslider, or to get somebody 
who was ripe and ready, or some- 
body who was not. Beside all 
waters! | 

And do you know the wonder- 
ful thing? I wish you would be- 
lieve me. Thank God, He works 
with people who work everything 
they can. 

In January, a year ago, (that is, 
the last day of the old year), I 
went to Buffalo, New York, to 
speak at a New Year’s Eve watch 
night service. It was in a great 
auditorium and there were 1,200 
people there. At 1:30 in the morn- 
ing I preached. God saved some 
souls. I went to the hotel to get 
a little rest, then caught a plane 
back home. On the plane it came 
on toward noontime and the hos- 
tess came by and said, “Are you 
ready to have your dinner?” 


I said, “No, thank you. My 
daughter, Mary Lloys, has fixed 
dinner for the family. I am going 
to have New Year‘s dinner with 
my folks at home. The plane 
doesn’t get in till about 12:55 and 
it will be 1:30 by the time we 
get there, but I am saving up for 
a New Year’s dinner with my 
whole family.” 


So we went on, and we got over 
Chicago and went around and 
around and around up in the 
clouds. After a while the hostess 
came back through and _=e said, 
“We'll have to go back to De- 
troit. The field is closed in with 
fog and we can’t come down in 
Chicago.”’ 

We went back to Detroit. But 
wait a minute! Let me tell you 
what had happened meantime. At 
Detroit a sailor boy had gotten 
on the plane. I moved over and 


made room and prayed God to 
guide, I said, “Lord, on New 
Year’s Day, the first day of the 
year, let me win somebody today, 
this first day of the year.” 

That sailor sat down beside me. 
I said, “How are you?” and he 
mumbled something. I said, “Pret- 
ty day, isn’t it?” 

“Yes, I guess so.” 

He paid me no mind. I talked 
some more. “Where do you live?” 

He told me it was Adrian, Mich- 
igan. 

“Where are you going?” 

“I am stationed at San Fran- 
cisco, on the West Coast. I have 
been on furlough.” 


He would hardly talk to me, but 
I kept asking about his family. He 
had a little girl, had a wife. We 
talked about his mother and his 
dad.

I said, “Bless God, anybody who 
is in the sowing business will 
find some ground somewhere to 
sow the seed and God will give 
him some friut.”’ Yes, sir! If you 
really put that first, you can be 
a soul winner. You can find a 
place. 


VI. Using All Possible Means 
to Save Souls 


Paul said on this matter, 
I am made all things to all men, 
that I might by all means save 
some” (I Cor. 9:22). Not only all 
places, but we ought by all means 
to save people. 

In I Corinthians 9:19-22 the 
Apostle Paul speaks. Paul was a 
great soul winner. Why? Not elo- 
quent—a hard worker! How did 
Paul get so many people saved? 
A great gift of language? No! 
His bodily presence was weak and 
his speech was contemptible! That 
is what it says in II Corinthians. 
How did Paul get so many people 
saved? He just cried so much and 
talked so much and worked so 
much and sowed so much seed 
that he was bound to get a lot of 
people saved. So he said “,. . in 
labours more abundant....” That 
is how he got more people saved. 
That is how anybody else gets 
more people saved. The best 
preachers don't get the most peo- 
ple saved; the hardest workers 
get the most people saved. Of 
course it is good to preach the best 
you can, but the more crying and 
praying and working and walking 


< 


and talking and sowing the 
seed—that gets more § fruit. 
So in I Corinthians 9:19-22 we 


read, “For though I be free from 
all men, yet have I made myself 
servant unto all, that I might 
gain the more. And unto the Jews 
I became as a Jew, that I might 
gain the Jews; to them that are 
under the law, as under the law, 
that I might gain them that are 
under the law.” 

I walked into a junk yard where 
a Jew was in charge in a Pennsyl- 
vania town. He was an orthodox 
* Jew and we began to talk about 
Jewry and the Old Testament and 
the synagogue, and the Passover, 
and the Day of Atonement. The 
more we talked, the more his 
heart began to run over and he 
began to ask me questions. That 
Jewish man in a junk yard! I 
was shocked and surprised to find 
that he would have given. me 
anything in the junk yard, any- 
thing he had. Before I got away 
from there I was like a brother 
beloved. I found that if I entered 
into an orthodox Jew’s thoughts 
and the things he loved and cared 
about and was interested in, why, 


he had a heart, he had a con- 
science, he needed God the same 
as anybody else. Did you know 
that? 


“To them that are without law, 
as without law, (being not without 
law to God, but under the law to 
Christ,) that I might gain them 


that are without the law. To the 
weak became I as weak. that I 
might gain the weak: IT am made 


all things to all men, that I might 
by all means save some.” 
Oh, my! By all means! I know 
people think I am a kind of a 
nut. I preach all the time that I 


can. When I am at home I make 
two or three broadcasts a week, 
and I preach four times besides 
about nine hours a day in the 


office, usually. Sometimes I get 
out for an hour or two, but usual- 


ly I spend nine hours a day in 
the office besides preaching. Out 
in a revival campaign I pretty 
regularly preach three times, 
sometimes five times a day, and 
then besides that I edit THE 


SWORD OF THE LORD, get out books 
and pamphlets, tape recorded ra- 
dio broadcasts, :gospel films—any 
way in. the world to get people 
saved. God forgive me, if I boast, 
but I do want to try every means 
in the world to get people saved. 
So I preach to get people saved, 
and do personal work to get peo- 
ple saved, and make gospel films 
to get people saved, and sing to 
get -people saved, and visit house 
to house to get people saved. “... 
T am made all things to all men, 
that I might by all means save 
some.” I know some _ preachers 
who do not win souls. They want 
to preach. They. don’t want to get 
out here and hotfoot it from 


door to door, and talk to sinners. 


One preacher came to me and 
said, “Brother Rice, I don’t have 
any work.” 

“Well,” I said, “why don't you 
get out here and find some? The 
world is full of sinners, and people 
need the Lord. Why don’t you go 
down to the rescue mission? There 
will be somebody there. Or why 
don’t you stop somebody on the 
street?” 


“Oh,” he said, “I mean I don’t 
have any regular work.” 


I said, “Well, you can make it 
regular.”’ I knew what he meant! 
“Why don’t you go down to the 
jail and preach?”’ 

He said, “Yes, but I mean a 
place where they hire you and you 
have a_ salary.” He wanted to 
preach and get paid for it. He 
didn’t want to just go out and win 
souls and not get anything for it! 
Anybody who works at it can win 
souls. Anybody! 

I was at Waxahachie, Texas, in 
revival services where God bless- 
ed wonderfully. There was a man 
there named Henry Hempkins. 
(By the way, he owned a junk 
yard, too.) He had only had about 
a sixth or seventh grade educa- 
tion. He got on fire. Though he 
had been saved, yet he had never 
won souls, and he got so burdened 
about it. I had a great lot of Gos- 
pels of John. I had preached at 
the high school and had said, “Ev- 
erybody get your pencil. Look on 
page 4,” etc. I had underlined 
John 1:12—“But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he pow- 
er to become the sons of God, even 
to them that believe on his name.” 
We underlined John 3:16, John 
3:18, John 3:36, John 5:24, John 
6:40, John 6:47—all the. verses 
on “believe and be saved” as we 
went through the Gospel of John. 
Over in the back I had mimeo- 
graphed a little decision — slip: 
“Dear Brother Rice: Realizing 
that I am a sinner and believing 
that Christ died for my sins, I 
here and now trust Him to be my 
own personal Saviour.” Then there 
was a place for each one to sign 
his name and address. So I had 
these there, and after I had had 
a service and gone through that 
little booklet, the Gospel of John, 
with the crowd, Henry Hemp- 
kins came up and said, “Brother 
Rice, can I have some of them lit- 
tle books?” 


I said, “What little books?” 


“Them you had there, you know, 
part of the Bible.” 


“Yes, how many do you want?” 


“Oh, give me a handful.” 
I gave him eight or ten. The 
next day or two he came back 


and he had torn out those decision 
forms I had pasted in the back, 
and every one of them was filled 
in with a name and address! He 
said, “Do you have some more 
little books? I got this many 
to sign it.” 

So with some misgivings I gave 
him a handful more and said, 
“Now wait a minute. (I said this 
to myself—I didn’t tell him!) Now 
it is not as easy as that. He just 
got some people’s names on that. 
But I meant for him to get people 
saved!”’ 

A day or two later he came back 
and had the decision slips torn 
out and signed. He said, “May I 
have some more of them little 
books?” , 

I said to my wife, “Now I’m 
going to see what he’s doing.” 

So I went out to his junk yard 
and he was talking to a man. He 
said, “I’m going to show you some- 
thing I learned. I didn’t know it 
was this easy. I didn’t know that 
anybody in the world who just 
wanted to be saved could be sav- 
ed right now and know it, but I 
am going to show you.” He turned 
in that Gospel of John to every 
verse marked. He read John 1:12. 


He said, “Do you see ‘that? Did 
you know that? Anybody who 
will receive Jesus, He will give 


him power to be His child?” Then 
he read John 3:16. “Do you real- 
ize that God loved you enough 
that He gave His son that any- 
body ‘who would -believe Him, 
trust Him, would have everlasting 
life and not go to Hell? Did you 
know that?” And he went right 
on, verse after verse. 


“Well,”’ the fellow said, “I didn’t 


know. that. I thought you had to 


be baptized. I thought you had to 
live right.” 

He went right on through that 
Whole business so clearly. And 
when he came to the back he 
said, “Listen, do you want to be 
saved or don’t you?” 


“Well, yes, I do.” 


“Well you know you are a sin- 
ner and you need to be saved. 
You and I are friends now, and I 
am interested in you. Don’t you 
want to be saved?” 

“Yes, I do.” 


“All right. Lord, help this fel- 
low to trust you right now.” Then 
he said, “Will you do it? If you 
will, put your name down there.” 
The man was in tears and he put 
his name down there. 


Well, about that time another 
fellow drove up. He said, “Hey, 
Henry! Have you got a 2 x 2 
angle iron about that long? I 
need a piece of angle iron.” 


So Henry said, “Yes, I have.” 
Then he said to his wife, “Hey, 
come here and get | this man a 
piece of 2 x 2 angle iron about 
that long, will you? I want to talk 
to his friend.”’ (There was another 
fellow sitting there in the car of 
the fellow who came after the 
angle iron.) His wife was waiting 
on the junk yard and he was do- 
ing the personal work! So he got 
another fellow and went through 
the whole business: “I want to 
show you what I’ve learned ... .” 
And he was just getting them 
right and left and I doubt if he 
had finished high school! But he 
found out if you sow the seed, you 
can get results. If you sow the 
seed, you can get results, and by 
God's grace, what we ought to do 
is to say, “I am going to use all 
the means and sow besides all 
waters.” 


Let me read you some blessed 
verses and I am going to have to 
stop. In Ecclesiastes 11:1 we read, 
“Cast thy bread upon the waters: 
for thou shalt find it after many 
days.” Here is some good grain. 
Here is some wheat. I had better 
save it. This is my bread for the 
winter. No, you ought to sow it. 
Let’s sow it and get a’ crop. 
“Well,” - you say, “but I don't 
know whether I'll get it back.” 


VII. If You Are Too Much 
Impressed With the Circum- 
stances. You Will Not 
Win Souls 


Yes, cast it on the waters and 
you will think it is gone. But after 
many days you will find the fruit 
from it. And then again look at 
verse 4: “He that observeth the 
wind shall not sow; and he that 
regardeth the clouds shall not 
reap.” 

Somebody says, ““There is no use 
talking to him. He’s a Catholic.” 
Somebody says, “There’s no use 
talking to that man. He’s a drunk- 
ard.” “No use talking to that man. 
He will get mad and cuss you 
out.” 


Listen! “He that observeth the 


wind .. .”’ won't sow. If you ob- 
serve the wind, you won't sow. 
Listen! Quit looking at the cir- 


cumstances and look: at God, Go 
and: sow. the seed everywhere. 
“He that observeth the wind shall 
not sow; and he that regardeth 
the clouds shall not reap.’’ Wheth- 
er it looks favorable or not, sow 
the seed! Give everybody a chance. 
In the most unlikely places you 
will find people saved. 

In Lima; Ohio, I went out of a 
hotel room one morning and as I 
went out of the room, a woman, 
a maid in the hotel, was making 
the bed in the room next door. 
She came out to her cart to get 
some cleaning fluid or something 
there, so I said, “Good morning.” 


She said, “Good morning.” 


I asked, “Are you a Christian?” 
She immediately dropped her 
hands to her side and looked like 
a’ woman stricken with the deep- 
est grief. 

Tears filled her eyes as she said, 
“No, I am not, but I have been 
wanting to be one for a long 
time.’ Well, I'll give you three 
guesses what happened there. It 
didn’t take very long! 

God has plenty or places. The 
harvest is white but the reapers 
are few. God has plenty of peo- 
ple. If you sow, you will reap. 
If you work at it, you can -get 
people saved. You sure can, and 
I would say, “God give us grace 
to do it.” 


“In the morning sow thy seed, 


and in the evening withhold not 
thine hand: for thou knowest not 
whether shall prosper, either this 
or that, or whether they both 
shall be alike good” (Eccles. 11:6). 
Sow your seed. Go by faith. Have 
the leading of the Spirit. Pray 
for the power of God. Weep over 
it, pray over it, but go, and as 
you sow in the power of God the 
precious seed of the Word of 
God, you are certain to get people 
saved. 


Aren’t you ashamed you haven't 
worked at this soul-winning busi- 
ness? You preachers! You preach 
nice sermons from the _ pulpit. 
Why don’t you go out and get 
people saved? 

I preached in one revival cam- 
paign and there was one man who 
came to service after service after 
service. I preached and preached 
and preached, and I got to where 
I was aiming it at him. I felt so 
frustrated when he didn’t bat an 
eye. I went back one day and 
headed him off in the vestibule. 
He came out and I said, “Don't 
you want to be a Christian?” 


He said, “Yes, I do want to, 
Brother Rice, but I don’t under- 
stand it.’”’ And in two minutes I 
had made it clear and he was sav- 
ed. And all the time I was shoot- 
ing long range and wasn’t hitting. 
But if you ever get to where you 
really mean business and go after 
them, you can get people saved. 
God help us to do it! 

How many will say, “I am go- 
ing to try to start out and try to 
use all of my talent.” Some of 
you women, you men love babies. 
My, how many people I have won 
because I loved their children. 


A Catholic man on a farm on 
an island in the Mississippi River 
up in Hastings, Minnesota, was 
mean as the Devil, drinking, cuss- 
ing, and all that. The pastor said, 
“Well, we are going out here on 
matters of business. Would you 
like to go along?” 


“Yes, if there is anybody I can 
talk to about the Lord.” 


“Well, there is a man out there 
you could talk to but it won’t do 
any good. He’s a Catholic and as 
mean as the Devil. He cusses out 
preachers and he is not interest- 
ed.” 


“Well,” I said, “I will go along.”’ 
So I went out there and while 
some of them were talking their 
business out, I played with the 
children—a big family, a big 
bunch of youngsters out in the 
yard on a bright, sunshiny winter 
day. I talked with them, and I 
don’t have to work at that. I love 
children anyhow. So I finally said 
to the man when I got a chance 
to talk with him a little, “How 
many children do you have?” 


“Only seven now.” And he was 
very sad. 


“You mean there were more?” 


“Yes, the prettiest one, the 
brightest one, the best one of all— 
sne was only three when she fell 
in the river and drowned.” 


“Oh, that’s too bad. Bless God, 
I've got good news for you. You 
can see her again.” 


“No, I can’t.” 


“Oh yes, you can, You can see 
her again,” 


“No, I can’t. You don’t under- 
stand.”’ 


And I said, “Why, yes! .Why 
couldn’t you? You can get right 
with God and go to Heaven and 
see her again.” 


He said, “You don’t understand. 
She wasn’t baptized. They 
wouldn't even let me bury her in 
the regular Catholic graveyard. 
She wasn’t baptized. She didn’t 
go to Heaven!” 


“Well,” I said, “I have some- 
thing to show you.” And I read 
over in Samuel where David's 
baby died and he said, “I shall 
go to him, but he shall net return 
to me” (II Sam. 12:23). 


Then I turned over to I Cor- 
inthians 15:22—‘“For as in Adam 
all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive.” And all the 
taint of sin that little children 
inherit from Adam has already 
been paid for in Christ, and a 
little child is kept safe until he 
comes to his own deliberate sin. 
That little child had gone to Hea- 
ven. 


He said, “Do you mean, then, 
that she didn’t have to be bap- 
tized?” 

“No, the blood of Jesus is what 
does that. He has already paid 
for. the whole business.” . 


Suddenly the man was in tears 
and open, and listened to anything 
I told him. We had a prayer to- 
gether and he took Christ as Sav- 
iour. He gripped my hand and 
held on to me. All the time the 


fellow that was inaccessible and 
such a bitter Catholic, they 
thought, and so profane and 
drunken, they thought—all the 


time he had a broken heart and if 
you loved him, you found the key 
to his heart, you see. You can 
win souls, but yau have to go 
after them. 

It is sowing and reaping that 
wins souls,
